Far 
from being es they were frequently 
rallied by intimate friends on account of 
their lover-lke appearance when together. 
_ Why do you imagine that Mrs. Beem took 
“the management of her property out of her 
husband’s hands if they were on good terms 
with each other?”’ 

“That seems to me to be another evidence 
that the eral’s malady had progressed to 
a stage that rendered him incapabie of prop- 
erly attending to important business inter- 
ests.” 4 

Though there is nothing to show that Gen. 
‘Beem suspected his wife’s fidelity to him— 
for the contrary is trne—it is known that he 
had for some time been not a little disturbed 
in mind on account of the attentions of a cer- 
tain Milwaukee lawyer. Mrs. Beem is a 
beautiful and vivacious woman and fond of 
attention which is naturally lavished upon 
her. Her husband was considerably her 
senior in years, and wasoftenill He was 
fond of books and not of society. They were 
married when Mrs. Beem was but 20 years of 
age and had seen comparatively little of the 
world. It was not until &fter that marriage 
that she discovered the full valpe of the at- 
tractions she possessed. These are now at 
their prime, and enjoy to the full the homage 
which is their due. In his condition it was 
natural that her husband should have a keen 
appreciation of this. He did, and when he 
noticed the pers.stence with which the

He was anxious about her, 
and hastily arraneing his affairs started for 
Nebraska Saturday with a carefully-packea 
box of delicacies from the club café, such as 
it would be impossible to procure in the 
neighborhood of the ranch. The rest of the 
story ise partly told in the dispatch giving the 
proceedings at the Coroner’s inquest.

DRUGGISTS WILL NOT SELL WHISKY. 


Iowa Pharmacists Declare that They Will 
Not Handle Liquor for Any Purpose. 
Des Mornzs, Ia, May 3.—([Speciai.|—The 
State Pharmacy Association, in annual ses- 
sion here today, with a large number of 
druggists from all parts of the State present, 
took important action in deciding, by an 
almost unanimous vote, that, as soon as their 
present permits had expired, they would not 
one of them sell liquor for any purpose wiat- 
ever. They adopted a strong resolution de- 
claring that the last Legislature had passed a 
law under which “no pharmacist can sell 
liquor, either with safety wo his financial in- 
terest or with any degree of respect for him- 
self or to the profession of pharmacy.” 
As there are about 2,000 registered phar- 
macists in the State who are members of the 
association, this action will make it difficult 
lo get liquor for any The associa- 
tion also adopted a resolution asking Con- 
gress that they be not classed with saloon- 
keepers by being required to take out a 
license and pay a Federal tax of $2 a year.

CHANGED THE FEDERAL PRACTICE. 


Judge Speer Dismisses All Information 
Cases and Moonshiners Are Happy. 

Savannan, Ga, May 3.— [Special. Otto 
Johames was placed on trial in the Federal 
District Court on information for smuggling 
liquor into Brunswick. He demurred to trial 
by information, claiming, that as the punish- 
ment, if convicted, would be of “infamous 
end”’—being imprisoned in case of inability 
to pay the fine—he could only be tried 
upon a grand jury presentment. Judge 
Speer upheld the demurrer in u decision 
rendered today, and as imprisonment follows 
all fines he directed that all information 
cases be swept off the docket. The impor- 
tance of this decision consists in the fact 
that no one will travel long distances to 
suggest testimony upon which moonshiners 
or dealers in the jug trade may be indicted. 
The Judge concluded his decision by saying: 
“*Prosecution upon information must cease, 
and hereafter the courts of the United 
States will take no action in the largest class 
of cases where imprisonment in the State 
prison or penitentiary may result, save after 
presentment or indictment by the grand 
ury. -

fer the peanut to the pistachio. If the craze 
continues we may even hear of grave Asiat 
ics discarding the betel-nut ana masticating 
the peanut.” 

„ Does this keep the African peanuts out of 
our markets“ 

„No, sir; the tariff keeps them out. Our 
peanut barons are quite as tyrannical as our 
coal barons. They have quite as much tosay 
at Washington as the most despotic monop- 
olists.”’ 

„Then you believe in the existence of the 
Peanut Trust!“ 

“Certainly Ido. Itis the last straw, sir. 
The people will be roused atlength. Gas, 
iron, coal—these they could stand. Bu: a 
trust in peanuts, never. I have no doubt 
that a successful combination of dealers in 
peanuts would lead to such a popular upris- 
ing as the country has never yet seen.“

GRANT'S DOCTOR Is DYING.

Mrs. Grant’s Kindness to Dr. John H. Doug- 
1 i eas His Illness. 
uw YORK, 8.—[Special |—Dr. John 
H. Douglas, who attended Gen. Grant in his 
last illness, is in feeble health. For four 
months he has been un inmate of a private 
hospital on West Sixteenth street, wnere he 
has been taking the water treatment. So 
debilitated has been his system of late that 
ye friends have become painfully apprehen- 
ve, 

He said tonight that his heaith had been 
rapidly failing since Gen. Grant’s death. The 
exactions of his long vigil at the dis- 
tinguished patient’s beaside were more than 
his strength could bear. Apart from that he 
had been compelled to neglect his other pa- 
tients, and had been seriously embarrassed 
in consequence. None of the members of 
Gen. Grant’s family, Dr. Dougias said, had 
called on him lately, and he was not aware 
that they even knew where he was. 

An impression that there bad been some 
dispute over the bill rendered by Dr. Douglas 
for professional services to Gen. Grant was 
emphatically denied by Col. Fred D. Grant 
tonight. The bill rendered, said Col. Grant, 
was for $7,000, or at the rate of $1,500 a month. 
As the representative of his mother Col. Grant 
asked that the account be itemized. Dr. 
Douglas refused, insisting that the amount 
Was small. The point was waived and the 
bill paid in full A year and a half later, 
when Mrs. Grant heard that Dr. Douglas 
was in feeble health, she sent him hér check 
for $5,000. 


D188 DE BAK SOUGHT ESCAPE. 


He Was Going to Pay $5,000 as Bail and 
Fiee from the Country. 

New York, May 3.—([Special.]—A clever 
attempt on the partof Mme. and Gen. Diss 
De Bar to escape was interfered with suc- 
cessfully by Judge Martine,vesterday, before 
whom the adventuress was arraigned and 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of conspiracy 
and grand larceny. The Judge said that it 
was not necessary to increase the bail of 
$5,000 fixed for each person on the conspiracy 
indictment alone, as they were in custody, 
and both prisoners were theretore removed 
from the court-room and taken to the Tombs. 

They had been on their way to the prison 
only asbort time when a messenger boy 
came into the court-room with a note for 
Judge Martine from Inspector Byrnes. The

SCANDAL IN A RAILROAD. 
Opposition Stockholders of Richmond Ter- 
minal Make Startling Charges of Abuse. 

New Lonk, May 3.— The opposition stock- 
holders’ committee of the Richmond & West 
Point Terminal Company have prepared an- 
other circular giving in detail the points 
which they wish investigated at the coming 
election. In effect they charge the present 
Board of Directors with selling different 
small railroads owned by themselves to the 
Terminal Company at exorbitant prices. An 
explanation is also demanded as to the 
reason for drawing a supplemental mortgage 
in September last by which the entire equity 
of the Terminal Company in the majority 
stock of the Richmond & Danville Com- 
pany was pledged as additional security for 
the coliateral trust bonds. The most re- 
markabie charge is that $824,601 was lost in 
stock speculation, and that the authority 
claimed by the committee to speculate for 
the company was not recorded until over six 
months after the committee made the loss 
mentioned.

Some of the Unchivairous Divines Insist 

that Women Are Out of Their Place in 
the General Assemblage—Color Splits 
the Episcopals of South Carolina—What 
the Baptist Congress Proposes to Do— 
Various Church Assemblies. ;

presided over the Methodist © . 
today. The report of the spe —— 
opposing the ad mission of delegates, 
was the special order, The Rev. Dr. Pendle- 
ton of Kansas moved that the women whose 
seats were contested be given seats on the 
floor during the debate. The Kev. Dr. 
Neely ot Philadelphia objected. The Rev. 8. 
F. Creighton of Nebraska spoke in favor of 
the motion. After considerable discussion 
the motion was lost. When the vote was 
being taken Mrs. Mary C. Ninde of 
Minnesota, President of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, stood up 
to vote. Objection was made and her vote 
was not counted. The Rev. J. H. Potts, edit- 


or of the M. gan Advocate, who is deaf, was 


given permission to open the debate. He 
advocated the admission of the women as 
delegates. He asserted that the report did 
not interpret aright the law of the church. 


There was nothing in tne statutes, properly 


interpreted, that would restrict women 
from exercising the same rights as men. 
In 1868 the rules were changed so that 
lay deiegatea could be admitted. In 1872 
the genera) conference admitted lay dele- 
gates. There was no decision as to whether 
“lay delegates’? meant men only. He ar- 
gued that the general understanding was 
that women are entitied to be lay delegates. 
More than two-thirds of the members of the 
church are women. Had they no rights! 
Were they not to have something to say in 


the government of the church which they 
aid most in supporting! Without women 


one-half of the churches would cease 
to exist. The Methodist Church was 
too progressive and democratic to en- 
tertain the ancient brutality displayed 
toward women and advocate their subjec- 
tion. Women couid not be left out without 
harm tothe church. After paying a high 
tribute to the character of women, the speak- 
er closed by saying: ** I am deaf, and that 1s 
a great misfortune; but sooner would I be 
stricken dumb rather than this tongue of 
mine should utter one word against the ad- 
mission of women.“ 

The speaker was loudly applauded, not 
only by tne iadies and others in the auditori- 
um, but by the delegates as weil. 

The Rev. William Brush of Dakota made a 
long and earnest plea in favor of the admis- 
sion of women. 

The Rev. Dr. Theodore F. Flood, editor of 
the Chata was the third to speak in 
favor of admitting women. He argued that, 
as women are admitted to the learned pro- 
fessions ana to practice in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the conference

warns me to beware how I vote, ande is 
signed ‘A Lover of Your Soul and of Wom- 
en.’ Iam unable to decide whether this is a 
man ora woman. The three speakers who 
Pp ed me remind me of three chapters of 
a work of fiction. I have a claim to some 
knowledge of Methodist history, and I don’t 
know of anything that telis us that woman 
should be admitted.“ 

Dr. Buckiey referred to the Episcopalians, 
tbe Baptists, and Presbyterians, who did not 
admit women into their conferenves, and 
claimed that there was not a denomination 
in the world that would admit women. He 
did not consider that woman was in her 
proper piace in such an assemblage. There 
was noching in the constitution of the church 
that gave them the right to a seat. He read 
a letter trom Senator re F. Edmunds, in 
which he described the mode of procedure in 
the Senate when a seat was contested. The 
speaker said he stood to champion the 
holy cause of women, but also 
stood to challenge the right ot 
women to representation in the body until 
the members of their sex had an opportunity 
to — their opinion on the subject. He 
called the arguments of his opponents 
mere sentimentulity, and claimed that every 
time a woman was put ina legislative body 
a mah was 4 — out, to no advantage of that 

He sed with an impassioned plea 
for the support of the committee’s report. 

The Rev. J. A. B. Wilson of Wilmington, 
Del., an advocate of the admission of wom- 


an, read a long essay in support of their 


rights. He said women were allowed the 
right to preach and be officers of the church 
and they were entitled to seats in the body. 

The Rev. G. W. Hughey of St. Louis said 
he rose to refute some of the arguments of 
Dr. Buckiey which he considered absurd, and 
he desired to champion the rights of women 
He appealed to the men to rise up in their 
manhood and in their chivalry to support the 
rights of women. He cited many cases of 
church law and asserted that they showed 
that women were not exciuded by it as lay 
delegates. a 
The Rev. Dr. A. Wheeler of Erie took a 
decided stand against their admission. 

The Rev. Dr. Luke C. Queai of Central 
New York said that if the women are to 
come in they must do so by the consent of 
the annual conferences. 

The Rev. Dr. J. B. Hamilton of Boston

rc Cuartzston. S. C., May 3.—[Special. |—In 
the Diocesan Convention at Anderson a num- 
ber of resolutions were introduced looking to 
the healing of the breach between the clergy 
and laity. The convention has a quorum of 
both branches and is therefore legally in ex- 
istence. The seceders have about fifteen lay 
deiegates and three clergymen and are on 
the scene holding a conference.

Farming Under Low and High Tariff. 

Congressman Knute Nelson of Minnesota made 
some telling points in his speech on the tariff 
last week. We do not wonder that Mr. Nelson’s 
Republican associates tried to howl him down. 
His departure from the usual Republican line on 
the tariff was calculated to make the dry bones 
rattie, and it did. One of the most interest- 
ing portions of the speech was that which 
referred to the low tariff period from 1846 
to 1860. Mr. Nelson referred to the well-known 
fact that during the operation of the Walker 
tariff the country enjoyed the greatest general 
prosperity it has ever known. No class of our 
population realized more decided benefits from 
that tariff than the farmers. In those days the 
money of the country was in the hands of the 
farmers. Strange as it may seem now, it 
was a common thing for merchants to borrow 
money from their country customers, The 
average yield of cotton then was not much over 
three bales to the hand. How does the case 
stand now? Theaverage yield of cotton is at least 
three times as much to the hand as it was before 
the war. The price of cotton is better on the 
average than it was then. And yet now we have 
poverty and mortgages among the farmers in- 
stead of the prosperity and wealth which they 
enzepes in the low tariff period. This in spite of 
the fact that their labor now costs them less, 
that it is on an average three times as productive 
as it was then.— Macon Telegraph, 


Extinction of slavery in Brazil. 

Some time ago the Congress or Parliament of 
Brazil enacted u law providing for the emancipa- 
tion of all the slaves in the Empire by certain 
gradual processes the details of which were left 
to the authorities of the several provinces, Many 
of the slave-owners at once put the law into op- 
eration, setting free all the people held by them 
in bondage. but.in many parts of the country 
there was so much opposition to the movement 
that the execution of the law was de- 
layed. as long as possible. The sudden and rapid 
increase in the number of freedmen in all parts 
of. the country, however, soon had the effect 
either of quickening the consciences of the 
planters who were still holding slaves or of 
demonstrating to them that there was no longer 
protit in muintaining the institution of slavery, 
and reports from Rio de Janeiro bring the news 
that emaucipation is being put into effect now as 
rapidly as arrangements can be made. All the 
slaves in Rio will be set free by the 26th of June 
next.—.Vew Orleans Pwayune. — |

But in that moment, 
when the patrician in him sat down at the 
Secretary’s desk, he assasinated all hopes of 
the man for a successful administration! 
Faulty perceptiveness and an incomplete 
measure of courage have helped on the work. 

Real Americanism and aristocracy have not 
flourished together here. The two are thor- 
oughly uncongenial. Of the latter the age 
has: produced two types—the tawdry sham— 
where the angiomania has been grafted on 
aspirations born ot sudden wealth; and a 
cold denationalization, where the stock has 
been that of pride of lineage, breeding, and 
education. 

In the 
former it is the aping of the show and glitter 
of titled foreigners; in the other itis an un- 
worthy elevation of foreign ideas and meth- 
ods to the subordination of sturdy American 
independence. It is the latter sucker that 
has sapped what should have been an un- 
yielding oak. It is no wonder that some of 
the younger scions should call it amon; 
themselves the Foreign Office,” instead o 
the State Department. It satisfied longings 
that were in other minds than theirs. 

The fisherv problem has been the main one 
before the State Department during the pres- 
ent Administration. It offered an opportu- 
nity de ee tully realized, would have made 
Mr. Bay one of the foremost Americans 
in the land.

Today 1s the second anniversary of the 
haymarket massacre. The evening of May 
4, 1886, a meeting of Anafchists was held at 
the corner of Randolph and Desplames 
streets. A considerable portion of the num- 
ber present represented the armed section— 
the most aggressive body of Anarchists in 
Chicago. Their passions had been inflamed 
by a circular calling the meeting, denouncing 
all capitalists and policemen and demanding 
a resort to arms by workingmen. Three days 
previous a general attempt had been made to 
inaugurate the eight-hour system. Out of 
this had grown strikes and several smail 
riots which the police had suppressed. The 
alleged cruelty of the police im dispersing 
mobs on the Black road” and elsewhere 
was the principal topic spoken upon at the 
meeting the evening of May 4 The speak- 
ers stood on a truck and the crowd pressed 
close in on all hands. August Spies 
and A. R. Parsons had spoken and Samuel 
Fielden was in the midst of a tirade against 
capital. He could hardly be heard on ac- 
count of the angry shouts of the crowd. A 


column of police from the Desplaines Street 
Station was drawn up ready to disperse the 


mob if such a course became necessary. 
Twice the speakers and their heareis re- 
fused to go, when the order was given and 
the column with drawn clubs marched into 
the crowd. When the column had nearly 
penetrated to the speakers’ wagon a dyna- 
mite bomb was thrown among the officers 
which exploded with terrific force, killing 
and wounding seventy policemen. Many ar- 
rests were made, and in the trial which en 
sued before Judge Gary a conspiracy to de- 
stroy the police force the city was proved 
against e hists.

PLAY AS A BRAINMAKER. 
A physician\who has recently written on 


“The Physical Basis of Brain-Work” has 
rendered his kind and age better vice 
than pill-prescribing can be; he has demon- 
strated that play is indispensable for brains. 
No people need this demonstration more 
than Americans. They work from the mo- 
ment they awake until sleep overtakes 
them, many lose the power of sleeping 
throug excessive energy. The nervous, 
emaciated, excited dyspeptic has become as 
fixed and easily recognized atype on the Con- 
tinent as an American as the red-cheeked, 
great-paunched, ponderous, penny-counting 
man is known as an Englishman, Both are 
The one has worked 
too much and has taken no time for play. 
He is in danger of death by paralysis. The 
other has eaten too much and has taken no 
time for play. He is in danger of déath 
by apoplexy. Both belong to the great- 
est, most powerful variety of the human 
race. Both devote years, too late, to the 
remedy of evils that could have been pre- 
vented but cannot be cured. 

Wonderful as tne stories are which the 
poets and chroniclers have handed down to 
us about the giants that were in earlier days, 
it is ascertained by the measurement of cof- 
fins and the dimensions of armor that the 
man of this age is stronger, if he takes play 
enough, than the heroes whose exploits have 
supped the epics with prodigies. The ex- 
clusive cultivation of either muscle or brain 
produces an imperfect man. The Greek, after 
the athletes gave way to the dudes, became 
merely esthetic, and estheticism is not 
enough to perpetuate nations. But while 
athletics accompanied esthetics in the schools 
they supplied sculptors with models of 
strength with perfect beauty, while they fur- 
nished the world of thought with the imper- 
ishable principles of logic and the funda- 
mental canons of fine arts. They worked, 
but they also played. The North American 
Indian is cited as an example of another 
kind of one-sided development. His brain is 
cultivated only on the force side. He plays 
little; he 1s always engaged in muscular ex- 
ercise. .The resuitis that even in the pur- 
suits in which practice should make him 
excel the cultivated white man, whose body 
and brain have been equitably developed, 
outruns him, and in contests of endurance 
as well as of agility finds him scarcely a re- 
spectable inferior. 

The physician begs for more play and for 
less work, not because of the mere physical 
development likely to ensue, not for the sake 
of making walkers, jumpers, heavy-weights, 
or trapeze performers, but to improve the 
powers of the brain. The example of earlier 
nations who destroyed the weakling infants 
lest they should become burdens to the State 
finds a modern imitation in the cruelty with 
which the State itself condemns children to 
be burdens both to themséives and to the 
taxpayer by depriving them of opportunity 
for play. Play, Dr. Woods Hutchinson insists, 
is as necessary for brain as for body, be- 
cause, be maintains, it is only those who play 
that can have healthy brains.. He mentions 
many well-known instances of great intei- 
lectual powers resident in, great bodies, and 
contends that the notion of fine mental 
faculties being associated inevitably with 
pallor and attenuation is born of ignorance. 
Of course he did not need to remind Boston 
that it is doing its utmost to destroy brains 
by patronizing an excessive cuitivation of 
body. 

Whether the doctor exaggerates or not the 
necessity of muscular growth as indispensa- 
ble for brain sustenance—and it requires no 
prophet to prove that they go fairly together 
—it is certain that school boards and teach- 
ers should take thought over the plea /or 
more play. It is one of the most deplorable 
features of city life and free schooling that 
thousands of poor children, born and bred in 
mephitic tenement houses, are sent to schools 
around which there is not an area for play. 
These weaklings go from one poisoned atmos- 
phere into another. They must play, if at 
all, on the streets, the sidewalks, and in the 
cellars. They are liable to arrest by the po- 
lice for obstructing the walks, and they 
must get their physical sport at the risk of 
disgrace, if not of punishment. The neces- 
sity of more play for city children, of less 
book-wook of the useless sort, of more open- 
air life and greater relaxation of all the 
powers of mind and body, is evident to any 
one who scans the wan faces and sees the 
puny bodies of American children. 

The Manual-Training School affords some 
outlook of improvement in this at least. The 
concentration of the mind is not so exhaust- 
ing in it as over dry texts in print; but it is 
a question worthy of serious consideration 
whether even manual training affords suffi- 
cient relief. Diseases of the eye are becom- 
ing commoner in American schools. Dis- 
eases of the throat and nervous system, 
already general in ill-ventilated schools, and 
the feverish disposition which is seen more 
in.American than in European children, all 
corroborate the averment that.there is too 
much work and not enough play in Ameri- 
can childhood. Itis certain that the same 
inequality prevails in mature age. Until the 
value of play as a brainmaker is better un- 
derstooa no betterment of conditions can be 
expected. Perhaps the doctors themselves 
may prove its most efficient promoters. Why 
should they notall prescribe less pills and 
more play? 


INVESTIGATING THE BURLINGTON STRIKE. 
Although the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission undoubtedly has jurisdiction to in- 
quire into the matter it is not clear what can 
be accomplished by an investigation of the 
late strike of the enginemen on the Burling- 
ton Road, except to add one more proof to the 
many showing the need of some provision to 
prevent the arbitrary blockading of publit 
railroad highways by the dissatisfied em- 
ployés of common carriers. In this instance, 
however, the corporation showed extraardi- 
nary resources, and without any outside help 
whatever succeeded in restoring its service 
ana performing its duties to the public with 
only a brief interruption, There can be no 
doubt that the traffic of the road is now up 
to the average at this season of the year, and 
that no complaint is made by the public as to 
any lack of accommodation, speed, reliability, 
or safety in the service rendered by the Bur- 
ungton line. In fact, passengers and ship- 
pers have had occasion from the qutset to 
express only surprise at the success $f the 
corporation in meeting every emergency and 
resporing its service sooner than the most

PRIVATE JOE FIFER’S CAREER. 


The career ot Private Joe Fiter,“ the Re- | 


publican candidate for Governor of Illinois, 
illustrates what may be accomplished by 
sheer force of character and indomitable res- 
olution. He is most emphatically a self-made 
man. Starting in life at the bottom of the 
ladder, without money, influential friends, 
orafavoring accidents, purely by his 


exertions he has raised himself to his pres:

His early home was a 
log cabin on a clearing in a remote and 
sparsely settled part of McLean County.

Along with the other country boys he and 
his brother walked to Bloomington and en- 
listed in the Thirty-third Illinois. His brother 
never came back. He himself served over 
three years in the ranks, doing what one 
musket could for the safety of the 
Union, as he had not the opportunity 
to do mord. After the fall of Vicks- 
burg he was shot through the body. It was 
a desperate wound, and ice alone could save 
it from mortification. His fellow-comrade, 
Jonathan Lott, who had served by his side, 
volunteered to go through the rough, danger- 
out country—a journey of fifty miles—for it. 
and saved him. If Jonathan Lott 1 still 
living he will deserve remembrance at the 
hands of the next Governor. When his three 
years of service closed Private Joe” de- 
termined to have an education, and he earned 
it by collecting taxes, cutting and selling 
cordwood, and laying bricks. He fitted him- 
self for the law by hisown exertions. The 
people of Mclean County began to recog- 
nize and admire his indomitable resolution. 
He was made Corporation Counsel of Bloom- 
ington, then State’s Attorney, and was then 
sent to the State Senate, where his ability 
made him conspicuous. 

Now the Republican Convention of the 
great State of Ulinois has made him the par- 
ty’s standard-bearer. It has passed over the 
Generais, and the Colonels, and the Captains, 
and gone down among the boys in the 
trenches and selected the private who went 
through the war with the musket on his 
shoulder, the man who wore the blouse and 
not the shoulder-straps, the man who touched 
elbows with the other boys in the raus.

For 
the first time in the history of our own State 
or of any other, we believe, the Republican 
party has honored a private in the ranks with 
the nomination for the highest e in the 
State.

nigut and Wednesday morning the private 


fraternized with the victorious legions, have 
ratified this action. The promoted private 
by-Dis management of united forces will 
Justify his rapid advancement. The Generals 


will be content to serve as Lieutenants under 


him. 


THE PROPOSED FARMERS’ TRUST. 

The convention at Topeka, Kas., called to 
consider the advisability of forming a trust 
among farmers, stock-growers. and feeders 
found the scheme so elaborate and compli- 
cated that it was postponed for further con- 
sideration and carried over to an adjourned 
meeting to be held in November next. On 
general principles it is difficult to say any- 
thing against the proposed scheme of the 
underpaid, hard-working farmers to hold up 


the market and compel the public to pay re- 


munerative prices for bread and meat. Con- 
sidering how the agricultural class has 
turned the balance of trade in favor of the 
United States and enriched the Nation by re- 
taining workable capital at home while be- 
ing itself steadily fleeced for the advantage 
of favored manufacturing monopolies, it 
would seem that the farmers at least would 
be justified in forming a trust and endeavor- 
ing to recoup themselves. Unfortunately 
for the farmers, the difficulty of forming such 
a trust is insuperable, and in November next 
the task will appear even more formidable 
than it does now to the originators of the 
scheme, 

To combine millions of independent form: 
ers and put them all under the close disci- 
pline of a trust will be found impossibie. Even 
if the organization could be effected and 
prices for agricultural produce pushed up, 
the farmers, as the cost of such success, 
would have to lessen production below the 
home demand and abandon the foreign mar- 
ket altogether. Tnis would not only stimulate 
wheat-growing in Russia and India to supply 
Europe and even to inyade the market of the 
United States, but it would turn the balance 
of trade against this country, drain away 
workable capital, advance interest rates, put 
the monetary system on the basis of a depre- 
ciated paper currency, and depress fearfully 
the industries of the cities and towns. In 
the event supposed the farmers could starve 
the urban population into submission and 
might take mortgages on town and city prop- 
erty in payment for food supplies, but it 
would be at the cost of general blight and 
ruin to the country, and in the end would 
work a fearful injury to agriculture itseif. 
The agricultural industry is ‘the corner- 
stone on which National ‘prosperity rests, 
and it cannot be displaced or moved without 
shaking or wrecking the entire structure. 


There is no prospect that by any sort of a 


“combine” the farmers can enhance artifi- 
cially the price received for their products. 
Necessarily their market is that of the world, 
as the home market can’t consume their sur- 
plusse, and the price received for their surplus 
produce in foreign free-trade markets regu- 
lates that which they get for the portion con- 
sumed athome. The conditions of agricult- 
ure the world over show that materially im- 
proved prices cannot be expected save in the 
event of war, crop failures abroad, or other 
like unforeseen contingencies. In all likeli- 
hood there will be little or no improvement 


in prices for many years to come and Ameri- 


can farmers must continue to have their 
prices fixed in competition with the cheapest 
labor of the world. How, then, is the condi- 
tion of the farmer to be improved? There is 
only one way—the cost of his goods and im- 
plements must be reduced. If he can- 
not get more for his produce the money 
he receives must be made to go further 
by cheapening his goods. A judicious re- 
form of the tariff will give the farmers the 
relief deserved and needed. A reduction of 
the artificially high price now exacted from 
the farmer for his clothing, furniture, wols, 
machinery, implements,and manufactured ar- 
ticles in general can be made easily and will 
prove equivalent to a considerable advance 
in the prices of agricultural produce. Oon- 
gress has a splendid opportunity, now that 
revenues are in excess of the needs of the 
Government, to reduce tariff taxation and 
relieve the farmers of the hardship of buy- 
ing at high monopoly rates and selling at 
low, free-trade prices. They have been 
burning their candle at both ends too long. 

THE INDIANA DELEGATES-AT-LARGE 

Ex-Gov. Porter, ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Richard W. Thompson, Clement Studebaker 
of South Bend, and J. N. Huston of In- 
dianapolis were selected as delegates-at- 
large to the National Convention at Chicago 
by the Indiana Republican Convention. at 
Indianapolis yesterday. The choice made 
will be satisfactory alike to the friends of 
Gen. Harrison and of Judge Gresham. It is 
likely that the first votes of the delegates in 
the National Convention will be given to the 
ex-Senator, but they are by no means inimical 
to Judge Gresham; in fact, three of them 
have always been his friends. Rather than 
that Indiana should lose the honor of fur- 
nishing the Nation its next President it 
may be assumed that they will not waste 
their ‘influence or their strength in 
trying to force on the convention a candi- 
date whom it may not want. On the con- 
trary, their antecedents: and their character 
lead to the belief that they would gladly take 
the opportunity to present to the conven- 
tion an Indiana candidate who would rally 
to his support the delegations of sister 
States, and about whose election in the 
event of a nomination there would be little 
doubt. 

Ex-Gov. Porter, who heads the delegation, 
is one of the, ablest and most popular men in 
the neighboring State, He rescued it in 1880 
from the control of the Democracy. He isa 
shrewd, able, level-headed politician who can 
recognize that tide in the affairs of men 
which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune. 
Ex-Secretary Thompson is the Nestor of Re- 
publicanism in Indiana. He was one of the 
men who asked in 1860 that IIlinois should 
present the name of Abraham Lincoln t the 
National Republican Convention of that 
year because he beheved Lincoln the most 
available candidate and the one most certain 
of election. He still has strong ideas about 
availability, and would not quarrel withjthose 
who. now think that Llinois did right 
Wednesday in incd-~sing Judge Gresham.

Mrs. Drake is still li here in her 96th 
year and enjoys remarkable health for one 
vf her years. was born on Back 
Hill, C ung Chemung County, N. X. 
1792. She was the daughter o 
she was ‘married to 
Jonathan Drake, a native of New Jersey, 
a Truxton, N. V. The husband was a son 
of John Drake, who was born in Trenton, 
N. J., and always resided there. He was 
a leading citizen, and for years deacon of 
the Babtist church. The story has come 
down to her from family tradition, of a 
well authenticated source, that her husband’s 
andfather was a lineal descendant of a 
rother of Sir Francis Drake. Mrs. Drake’s 
son William, who 1s a resident of Milwau- 
bas taken considerable trouble 
and .expended large sums of money 
to establish the connection between the 
English and American branches in order to 
m the claim for apart of the wealth 
left by Sir Francis, but has not been able to 
do 80, as the old parish records at Trenton 
were destroyed by fire in 1770 or thereabouts. 
This story is fully corroborated dy a sister 
of Mr. Drake, who died at Harvard about 
two years ago over a century old. 
Mrs. Drake has a remarkable memory, 


which was refreshed by her two daughters. 


She came here from Bower’s Prairie seven 
years and has now made Rockford her 
home. She was the mother of fourteen 
children, has forty-eight grandchildren, and 
is the head of afamily of over eighty. She has 


seven great-great-grandchildren; one of her 


daughters was the mother of fourteen child- 
ren. Ten of Mrs. Drake's children are now 
living. All told she has a living lineage of 
148 persons. If there is any way that she 
can secure a part of her just sharein Sir 
Francis Drake’s property she would lke to 
know it.

TWO NEW ODIOUS TRU: 


IRON-ROOFERS AND TYPE-FOUNDERS 
| FORM THEIR “COMBINES.” 


How Congressman J. D. Taylor of Ohio Is 


Interested in the Former—Monopolistic 
Greed, Not Content with Hlegitimate 
Profits, Trying to Increase the Tariff on 
Tin—Proposed Extortion of the Type- 
Founders’ Trust — Country Publishers 
Warned of a Sharp Advance in Prices. 

CamsBringz, O., April 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—I have just been shown a circu- 
lar, signed by Congressman J. D. Taylor as 
Chairman of a so-called Congressional Com- 
mittee, which clearly establishés the connec- 
tion between high tariff ana the “ trusts” 
which are just now cursing and robbing the 
American people. 

Congressman Taylor represents tltis (the 
Seventeenth Ohio) district, and with his own 
and trust“ funds is seeking a fourth term 
in the National House. In addition to being 
a Congressman Col. Taylor is a “ manufact- 
urer.”” That is to say, he is principal stock- 
holder in an iron-rooling establishment lo- 
cated here, | : 

Recently there was a meeting of the iron- 
roofers in Cincinnati which Col. Taylor at- 
tended in the double capacity of Congress- 
man and manufacturer, and in which he was 
the moving spirit. The immediate object of 
this meeting of iron-roofers was to secure 
protection“ by forming a trust,“ through 
which prices could bé advanced on the public 
by stamping out competition in the trade. 

The trust was duly formed, and every 
man who is having a house roofed with iron 
is being savagely 
mate profits of the trust. 
high tariff, of course, aids materially in 
making the trust potential, as there is 
nothing to be feared in the way of outside 
competition against extortion so long as our 
tariff laws stand without revision. 

But indirectly, and not at all remote, there 
was a menace of effective competition in the 
roofing line—namely: tin instead of iron roof- 
ing. But Col, Taylor ana his greedy feilow- 
patriots were equal to the occasion, and hit 
upon a plan whereby tin roofing should not 
come in competition with their profitable mo- 


novoly. 

They prepared a circular threugh.a com- 
mittee, which was sent out to the entire roof- 
ing trade of the country, calling upon the 
manufacturers to write, not only themselves, 
but to secure every man possible to write, 
personal letters to their Congressman to re- 
sist not only a reduction or removal of the 
one cent per pound tariff on imported tin- 
plates but to increase the tariff to two and 
one-half cents per pound. 

Instructions are given that it is to be urged 
upon Congressmen that an increase of tariff 
duties on the consumers of tin-plates is nec- 
essary to develop the tin industry in the 
United States and make us independent of 
the rest of the world se far as regards our 
supply of tin. Now, so far as the official sta- 
tisucs of the country are concerned, we 
have no tin industry worth recording, and 
our alleged tin-mines may or may not mate- 


The connection between this particular 
„ trust“ and a high tariff is disclosed in a 
paragra which says: “The removal of 
the tariff on tin-plates means a reduction of 
75 cents a square on iron roofing.” 

Not until 1 saw thi« circular of the commit- 
tee could I understand why the iron-roofers 
were so extremely anxious not only to retain 
the tariff en pred but increase it 150 per 
cent on the peop 

Ihe trust circular, however, makes it 
plain enough. The tin-plate tariff as it now 
stands enabies the trust“ to charge 75 cents 
* square for iron roofing in excess of what 

t should be and would be under competitive 
conditions, and if they could get Congress to 
increase the duty on tin-plates to two and 
one-half cents per pound they would be en- 
abled to reap $1.123¢ per square on iron roof- 


ing. 

The fact that the iron-roofing interest is 
leading off in the scheme to more than 
double the duty on tin-plates, on the specious 

lea that it is to foster an infant American 
ndustry, is one of the best possible exem- 
plifications of the false pretense of our mis- 
named system ot protection, ana shows the 
relentiess greed of the banded monopolies 
who are anxious to impoverish the ‘masses 
for their own enrichment and aggrandize- 
ment. 

The members of the iron-roofing trust“ 
are willing and anxious. to advance the price 
of the necessary article of tin 150 per cent, 
because by 80 „ Bow | can remove it as a 
competitor and themselves in a posi- 
tion to double at public expense their profits, 
which are already illegitimately large. 

This iron-roofing trust serve as a 
fair example and as strikingly illustrative of 
the real contest upon which the American 
people are entering. The struggle must end 
one way or the other. Taxation must be re- 
duced,’ the collection of unnecessary and 
redundant revenues stopped, the tariff laws 
must be revised, and customs duties reduced 
to that point which will permit the growth 
of a healthy competition, or the tariff will be 
increased, for the reasons set forth in the 
iron-roofers’ circular, and the people handed 
over to the tender mercies of the “trusts”’ 
which, operating through Congress, will 
make themselves impregnable to the assaults 
of competition and deaf to complaint and 


protest. 

The policy inaugurated by the high protec- 
tionists reduces the whole question. to a sim- 
pie proposition, and men must vote either for 
the tyrannical supremacy of ‘trusts ”’ oper- 
ating through unjust tariff laws, or for just 
and reasonable taxation which permits legit- 
imate competition. This issue is being made 
so plain by the action of all the other 
“trusts,” as well as the iron-roofing “trust,” 
that the only wonder is that any intelligent 
voter, notea member of some one of the 
“trusws,” could be found in favor of their 
perpetuation and the enlargement of their 
powers and opportunities. 

Let us suppose that the object of Col. Tay- 
lor’s circular was a fact accomplished. What 
would be the result! Every man who put an 
iron roof on his house would be compelled to 
pay two prices for it, and every family in the 
country would have to two and a half 
prices for its tin utensils. The ple now

nited States Treasury on imported tin, and 
as much more to the tin manufacturers and 
dealers for the bare privil of buying tin 
manufactures, or twelve millions in addition 
to the real value of the wares they purchase 
and pay for. | 

Make the tariff duty 24 cents per pound 
and upon the present consumption 18 
millions of unnecessary revenue would be 
gathered into the Treasury and another 18 
millions in the form of excessive prices would 
go to pay for the purchasing license reauired 
in the tariff laws. 

And for what purpose would this 86 mill- 
ions be taken from the pockets of the farm- 
ers, mechanics, and all people building 
houses, shops, or stores? Simply to enable 
the iron-roofing trust monopoly to rob 
the same people of 72 millions per annum 
more in the form of illegitimate profits. Is 
there no limit to high-tariff greed? 

THE TYPE-FOUNDERS’ TRUST. 

It would also appear that the type-found- 
ers of the country have formed a trust,“ 
and are giving publishers—at least country 
publishers—notice that a sharp advance in 
prices is to be made at an early day. One 
oi the publishers showed me a circular-let- 
ter from a prominent type foundry, telling 
him that he had better order a new dress for 
his paper and replenish his job and adver- 
tising cases at once, as prices were about to 
be advanced from 30 to 40 per cent upon a 
general ment among the founders. 

Under new price list brevier type is to 
eost 62 cents per pound. I give this as a fair 
sample of the proposed extortion of the ty 
founders’ trust, This extortion may — 
termed a secondary tax upon intelligence, 
made possible by our tariff system. Brevier 
type at 62 cents per pound means 100 per cent 
of illegiumate gain and bald robbery for the 
„trust. Free of duty Scotch brevier, equal 
in ail respects, can laid down in nine- 
tenths of all the publishing houses of the 
country at a cost not exceeding 24 cents per 
pound, and all other type at a similar propor- 
tion.

Neither of the three has 
any better showing of support outside his 
own State than any of the ower aspirants, 
except Sherman, who has considerable 
strength from the Southern States. Had he 
equal support from the North outside of Onio 
that he has from the South his nomination 
would be foreshadowed; but a following in 
the convention from States whose Electoral 
vote will most certainly be cast for the Dem- 
ocratic candida.e will not count for much in 
gaining the one or two hundred odd votes 
which Sherman must yet obtain to secure the 
nomination. 

‘Lo these three candidates whose States are 
formally in line for them will probably be 
added ex-Goy. Alger of Michigan. Then 
come Gov. Rusk of Wisconsin, n. Haw- 
* of Connecticut, and Chauncey M. Depew 
of New York, all of whom will, so far as 
present indications go, have a greater or less 
degree of following from their own State 
delegations, and perhaps scattering support 
from other quarters. 

Here are eight candidates whose strength 
lies wholly or chiefly in the States to which 
they belong. New York and Indiana are de- 
batable ground, but the remainder of tne 
States represented on this list are to. be 
counted as solidly Republican, no matter who 
may be the nominee. 

It is perhaps wise, in discussing the prob- 
abilities of success with each and of 
these favorit sons, to consider the re- 
lation in which Mr. Blaine has always stood 
to the Nation and to his State. No 
Republican outside of Maine ever asked 
whether Maine was solid for him or not. 
Nobody ever discussed his availability from 
a geographical standpoint. is supporters 
rallied to him because he was Blaine, the in- 
comparable leader, the magnificent states- 
man, not because he was from Maine.

$i paid by litigants for the support of civ 
justice. . 

The only remedy for this disproportion lies 
in an increase of taxable costs nst pri- 
vate litigants; and I am prom to make 
the suggestion that if any relief is desirable 
an immediate discussion of the subject should 
be had in advance of the heat of the political 
campaign now before us, in order that mem- 
bers of the Legislature to be elected shall un- 
derstand the need of it. 

At its last two sessions the Legislature 
cast upon this county large ditional 
burdens by increasing the pay of ju- 
rors onethird—from 81.50 to $2 per 
day; by raising the of the 
Clerks of our courts to $56,000 per year; 
and by adding six Circuit Court Judges. A 
rough estimate of the increase of expenses 
to the count oa oe legislation wo place 
it at from $65, to $75, per year, exclu- 
sive of the cost of additional court rooms. 

And although asked to do so, the last Leg- 
islature failed toin any degree increase tax- 
able costs in private suits. 

In no other county in the State does the 
system of costs here prevailing exist, and we 
must rely uponthe members of the Legis- 
lature from this county to obtain relief. 

In every other county the costs taxed in 
the simplest form of suit exceed by at least 
50 per cent: the amount which can be taxed 
here in the most complicated one. " 

It needs scarcely more than a statement of 
the naked fact that the county gets exactly 
the same amount of costs in tne case of a 
confession of judgment 5 a judgment 
note that it does in a complicated litigation 
where the Judge may spend hours an 
days in settling the issues, the Clerk may 
write folios of orders, and finally a jury ata 
cost of a day may sit at the trial lasting 
anywhere from a day toa month, to satisf 
an ordin mind that improvement in suc 
a system of costs is attainable.

Testimony Taken by the Trust Investigating 
Committee. : 

Wasnineorton, D. C., May 3.—After a secret 
session of an hour this morning the House 
Committee on Manufactures opened its doors. 
The Chairman said it was the understanding 
that Mr. Flagg, the attorney of the Stand- 
ara Oil Company, would furnish to the com- 
mittee a list of the persons to whom the 870, 
000,000 in trust certificates had been issued 


in exchange for properties turned over by 


them to the Standurd Trust. 

Mr. said that he understood that the 
committee waived its demand for the pro- 
duction of sith a statement. If this was not 
the case he must respectfuily decline to 
comply with the committee’s wishes on the 
ground tnat it was strictly a private matter. 

Van H. Bukey, Superintendent of the 
West Virginia Transportation Company, a 
corporation having a pipe line from the Pitts- 
burg oil district, testified the company’s 
pipes had been torn up by the employés of 
the Cleveland & Marietta Railway Company 
and the transportation company harassed 
until it had been practically forced to sell 
out to the Standard.

A CHICAGO SYNDICATE’S ALLEGED 
MONOPOLY IN CATTLE. 


Senators Vest and Plumb Declare in 
Senate that Mr, Armour and His As- 
sociates Conduct a Trust More Gigantic 
than the Standard ou Combine—The 
Senators Say They Fix Prices to Suit 
Themselves and Give the Stock- Raiser 
No Show. 


Wasmxorox, D. C., May 3.— The bill for 
the establishment of a Bureau of Animal 
Industry was before the Senate today. Mr. 
Vest made a speech in opposition to the bill, 
in which he spoke of what he called the 
Cattle syndicate,” and said that the people 
were helpless and im its power. It was the 
most terrible tyranny that was ever exer- 
cised. There were five men or firms in the 
City of Chicago which regulated the price of 
cattie every day. They metevery night and 
fixed the price for the next day. The Mis- 
souri farmer who found from the market 
quotations that cattle were three or three 
and one-half cents a pound shipped his cattle 
to Chicago, but when he got there he found 

- that the syndicate had 
put beef down to two 
or two and one-half 
cents. He could not 
store his cattle, as they 
would be diminishing 
every day in weight 
and quality, and so he 
was coerced to sell. He 
went to an agent of 
Armour and! was told 
that the price was two 
mm and one-half cents. He 
N “A went to another Ar- 
\ ,mour agent and got 

the same answer. He 
SENATOR VEST. was met all over the 
city with the unvarying response “two and 
one-half cents a pound, and he had to take 
it. So that these men owned the cattle- 
raisers’ property and confiscated it as if 
they possessed the right to take it from his 
farm without paying him one cent. 

„Talk,“ said Mr. Vest, “about trusts, 
talk about pools, the cattle pool of Chicago is 
the most infamous tyranny that ever existed 
in the United States. They have got their 
collar on the cattle producers of the entire 
West. And I know noremedy for it. The 
statesman who would invent the remedy 
would deserve a monument more enduring 
than the Capitol.

The dam- 
age to the State of Kansas alone 
during that period of time had deen 
more than $40,000,000; and the wealth of the 
syndicate had grown proportionately. They 
had a committee here now ha in their 
pockets the money of this “stoc * to 
get Congress to give them controlof the 
question of cattle quarantine. With 
control Chicago would be made open 
water’’ and St. Louis could be quarantined 
against. Practically there was the same in- 
tiuence in St. Louis and in Kansas City. 

This eombine“ had alliesin the railroad 
managers; they had allies in the rail 
roads. They had made railroad officials part- 
ners in their stock-yards, partners in their 
feeding stations, and had given them sops 
out of all the profits derived by them trom 
the time the cattle were ship until 
the cattle reached the abattoir in New York 
or elsewhere. Step by step they had come to 
the final condition where they actuaily fixed 
the prices of cattle just as though they were 
the men who rai them and were the only 

rsons in the world who did raise them. 
When he considered that they then proposed 
to have Congress rivet the final chain on the 
cattle industry in their behalf he was lost 
between admuration and irdignation at their 
audacity, 

He believed the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture would do as well with the wers 
given in the bill as anybody else. He had 
great confidence in him. e would trust 
him a thousandfold before he would trust 
any one in the combine.“ He believed in 
giving to the Commussioner of Agriculture 
all the powers proposed to be given to the 
commission, and would not vote for any 
measure that woula detract from the power 
and dignity of that department. , 

Mr. Blair looked upon the commission to 
be appointed under the bill as a body far bet- 
ter fitted to exercise the tremeridous powers 
conferre@ in the bill; as a body far more 
likely to exercise those powers properly and 
to resist the malign secret influences alluded 
to by the Senator from Kansas than the sub- 
ordinate officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture.

SUPERIOR LINES. 

A Through Tariff from 25 to 50 Per Cent 
Lower than the One Recently Put Into 
Effect by the Burlington & Northern— 
A Less Rate from New York and Bos- 
ton than from Chicago—Iowa Freight 


The Chicago, Burlington & Northern and 
“Soo” Lines in reducing rates have not 
bettered their condition. Their plea that the re- 
duction was necessary to enable them to meet 
the competition of the Lake Superior steamboat 
lines has simply had the effect of inducing the 
lake lines to make corresponding reductions, and 
the roads are worse off than before. Yesterday 
information was received by Chairman Faithorn 
that the Lake Superior steamboat. lines had 
put into effect the following rates from 
Eastern points to St. Paul via Washburn 
and Duluth: From New York and Boston, lake 


and rail, 78. 62, 54,40, 30, and 25 cents for the va- 
rious classés, official classification; New York to 
St. Paul, canal and lake, 56, 45, 42, 83, 25, and 23; 
local rates from Buffalo, Erie, Cleveland, De- 
troit, and Port Huron to St. Paul, 66, 46, 40, %, 
20, and 18; from Pittsburg to St. Paul, 64, 51, 41. 
$2, 24, and 20, The latter rates are made against 
the reductions by the Burlington & Northern. 
The lake and rail rates from New York and Bos- 
ton to St. Paul are about 25 per cent less than 
the Burlington & Northern's new rates, and the 
canal and lake rates are nearly 50 per cent less. 
This shows that the arguments of the Burling- 
ton & Northern's competitors, that it would be- 
come necessary in order to meet the lake 
competition to reduce rates to such a low 
level as to wipe out the traffic 
from Chicago a, Western Er — 
points, were based upon sound judgmen 
rates from New York to Western and North- 
western points from 8 to 50 per cent less than 
the rates from Chicago would force Western and 
Northwestern merchants to buy all their goods 
in the East. Thereis no reason why through 
rates from the Rast should be lower than the 
combined locals via Chicago.

The New Iowa Rallroad Law. 

The General Freight Agents of the Iowa roads, 
at their conference with the Iowa Railroad Com- 
missioners in Des Moines a day or two ago, were 
given to understand that under the new State 
law the rates must be arranged on a fixed mile- 
age basis, and that no concessions could be made 
to give equal rates between common points on 
different roads having unequal mileage. For in- 
stance, the Burlington, being 280 miles from the 
Mississippi to the Missouri River, must charge 
rates for that mileage; while the Northweste 
whose distance between the same points is 
miles, must charge for that many miles, Under 
this construction of the law the roads having 
the shortest route will have the lowest rate 
between common ag ry bee consequently the 
short line will get ail usiness between such 
points. Competition will be completely wiped 
out if the law is 1 and instead of giving 
the people lower s than they had before they 
will be made to pey: higher.

Reduction in Boston Passenger Rates. 

The Chicago & Grand Trunk has decided to 
make a rate for first-class tickets from Chicago 
to Boston via Niagara Falls until May 13, when 
the Lake Shore will take off its through vesti- 
bule sleeper to Boston and the Niagara Falls 
Short Line and the Chicago & Atlantic will also 
restore rates. The matter was considered yes- 
terday by the representatives of the various 
roads in the Central Traffic Association running 
east from Chicago. The Grand Trunk explained
